REMARKS 


Applicants received the attached Notice To File Missing Parts Of Nonpro visional 
Application indicating that an abstract was not provided. A careful review of the application 
papers as filed on January 5, 2001 indicates that an abstract was in fact filed on pages 25 and 26 
of the specification. Please find attached a copy of the return postcard stamped by the PTO and 
verified as including "1 page of Abstract." Applicants respectfully point out that a stamped 
postcard is prima facie evidence that the abstract was included in the originally filed application. 
The confusion in this matter is apparently due to the length of the abstract exceeding a single 
page, thus leading an employee of the PTO to mistakenly assume that the abstract was missing 
since the last page is not entitled "Abstract."
